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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

With respect to art rejection, applicant argues the Hadi Salem reference in view of Fu do not teach the claimed invention. However, the 
examiner maintains the rejection on invention as claimed because claims are not amended and applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
Fu's disclosure does inherently teach of generating new window-size information based on the arrival time of packets in a transmission 
window. 

The Fu reference teaches changing TCP window size, cwnd, by comparing a value computed from (DIFFf * BaseRTT) with threshold 
values (page 3235, right column, last paragraph). Specifically the Fu reference teaches increasing window size when computed value is 
less than a, decreasing window size when computed value is less than p or leaving the window size unchanged. Fu reference defines 
DIFFf as Expected - Actualf wherein the Actualf is defined as actual flow rate "on the forward path" (page 3235, right column, last 
paragraph). Furthermore, Fu discloses that the conventional actual flow rate is measured and calculated based on window size and round 
trip time (page 3230, left column, third paragraph). Therefore, based on Fu's definitions of Actual and Actualf, it would have been obvious 
to one of ordinary skill in the art to see that Actualf is calculated using the arrival time measured on the receiver's side, hence the forward 
path, instead of the roundtrip time. For this reason, Fu's window size is inherently changed based on the arrival time. 
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
